Explosions of Oil Plunge Many Per- 
sons into a Sea of Flame. 


Score More Fatally Burned. 


The Victims Horritbly Cooked in the Fiery 
Cauldron—Awful Scenes in the Hos- 
‘pital Where the [njured 

Were Taken,

St. Louis, Jan. 21.—[By the Asioct- 
ated Press.| A wreck, which, in its 
consequences, was one of the most ap- 
palling and disastrous in. years, oc 
curred between Wann and Alton Junc- 
tion, Ill., this morning. A Cleveland, 
Cincinnati, Chicago and St. Louis 
southwestern limited passenger train, 
consisting of an engine and _ four 
|} coaches, which lefthere this morning 
for the East, ranintoa switch half a 
mile north of Wann, and crashed into a 
-train- consisting of seven tank cars 
standing thereon. The result was a 
fire and afterwardan explosion, which 


‘| has already cost six persons their lives 
and probably fatally injured nineteen 


others, while fully fifty more are suffer- 
ing from painful burns, and caused 
great property loss to the company. 

The dead are: Webb Ross of Mattoon, 
Ill., engineer of the limited; Hiram 
Cornelius, Iowa; Edward Miller of 
Alton Junction;. two unidentified men

THE MISPLACED SWITCH. 

The Southwestern limited is due at 
Wann at 8:45. There are no side 
tracks there, but about halfa mile be- 
yond, at Alton Junction, are sevetal 
| switches. The tender of these switches, 
P..Grattan by name, is ‘also a _ barber, 
and upon him is laid the blame by rail- 


| way officials and trainmen for the acti- 


dent. Officers are now searching for 
him, as he fled during the excitement 
following the dual accident. 
The train reached Wann 
minutes late. To Alton Junction it was 
running at the rate of forty miles an 
hour, the engineer being desirous of 
making up lost time. The switch was 


one of the side tracks. On the track 
were seven tank cars filled with refined 
lubricating oil. The engineer called to 
Fireman Dick White to jump for his 
life. 
applied the air brake, but he was too 
late. The engine crashed entirely 
through two tank cars, splitting them 
in half, and was then forced entirely 
over the others. The oil from the 
wrecked tanks at once caught fire, anda 
SEA OF FLAMES . 

instantly surrounded the engineer, who 
jumped just as the pilot of the engine 
struck the first tank. The brave man 
struggled to the embankment at one 
side of the track, but as soon as he 
reached it he sank to the earth a crisp 
and blackened corpse, ‘The fireman es- 
caped with slight bruises, 

The engineer’s action in reversing 
the engine and applying the air brakes 


ciently to prevent any seridus injury to 
passengers, of whom there were about 
sixty. Inthe baggage car the mails, 
eleven pieces of baggage anda corpse 
were all burned in a few moments, 
The flames spread to other coaches, 
and all were soon in ruins. Three oil 
tanks, together with the engine and 
tender were also consumed. Passen- 
gers and villagers crowded around the 
burning wreck anxious to assist, if pos- 
sible, any unfortunates who might be in 
need of help. 
THE CLIMAX OF HORROR. 

At this time the culmination of the 
horrible affair occurred. Two tank 
cars, left uninjured by the engine, sim- 
ultaneously and with fearful force, ex- 
ploded, throwing pieces of the iron 
sides out into the adjacent fields, and 
showéring upon the assembled crowd of 
sightseers a mass of flaming liquid. 
For a second after the noise of the ex- 
plosion there was no sound save the 
swish of seething oil as it was forced 
through the air. Then there arosea 
confusion of agonizing appeals for help 
and cries of terror to which no pen can 
do justice. For several minutes the 
penic wasindescribable, Those touched 
by the blazing oil groped. about wildly, 
seeking in vain relief from the torture. 
‘Almost without exception the injured 
were burned about the face and had 
their eye-sight temporarily, if not per- 
manently, destroyed. Those who were 
uninjured were so terror-stricken as to 
be unable to assist their less fortunate 
companions for some time. Hastily im- 
provised litters were formed and will- 
ing hands tenderly carried the

The scenes in the hospital rooms 
where the wounded were removed were 
most pathetic; The dirty, oil-soaked 
rags were cut away from the bodies, 
and the wort work of the burning 
-oil was laid v The hands and faces 
of all were scorched and bleeding. The 
lips and noses_of all were swollen and 
distorted, a the eyes were either 
burned out | flame-eaten, and en- 
crusted withgblood and dust.. The 
hands of m@™M@y were burned to a 
crisp, fingers) were missing and arms 
broken. Sev@ral victims, when uncov- 
ered, were found to be without cuticle, 
the flames haying cooked and burned it 
until it either clung to the clothing in’ 
removal or fell away of itsown accord. 
Soon by each, with anxious tear-stained 
faces and idisheve!cd appearance, rela- 
tives and friends were whispering 
words of comfort into the dving ears. 
sobbing words of cheer that half choked 
in the utterance. 

Later a sécond train arrived from 
Wann with four more bodies, and the 
same scenes were enacted. Several of 
the injured. constantly begged to be 
killed that ‘they might be free from 
pain. “Oh, I’m blind,’’ moaned one. 
“T feel that my eves are gone. O, I 
could stand everything; but to be wit 
out eyes, that’s too much. I 
to die; want to die,’

Several little boys were amo 
tims, and their moans were the most 
distressing ofall. 

The financial loss to the railroad com- 
pany will be very large. -The engine 
and tender, four coaches, several tank 
cars and a considerable section of the 
track were totally ruined. Two small 
dwellings, which stood near the track, 
were also burned, with their contents. 
The total loss will probably aggregate 
$125,000. A track was constructed 
at one side of the ruins, and trains on 
both the Alton and Big ‘Four are run- 
ning regularly tonight.

_ Judge Shaw subsequently, however, 
allowed the defendant to apologize for 
his conduct, and magnanimously com- 
muted his sentence and ordered him 
discharged.

“A century was a national charac 
ter. Had Kenna lived thirty years 
longer how much more might he have 
accomplished. He was only 8 years 
old when John Sherman came to Con- 
gress and he was still a boy when 
Blaine was in his prime. He was only 
12 years old when Ben Butler jumped 
into national prominence at _ the 
‘Charleston convention, and when 
he started into the Confederate 
Army as a private, Butler had 
gone through his career at New Or- 
leans and become a Major-General. 
Every day of Butler's life for 
more than half a century was packed 
full of. activity. His fingers were on 
the keyboard’ to which are attached the 
wires of the great things of our Nation, 
and he accomplished every year more 
than many a dozen other public men. 
A close friend of his, who was asso- 
ciated with him. for vears in business, 
told me the other night that he made 
more than #50,000 annually at his 
law practice, and his in- 
come from his work often ran 
into the hundreds of thousands a 
year. His gubernatorial campaigns 
cost him $100,000 apiece, and when he 
ran for President as the candidate of 
the Labor party he had to mortgage 
the. big gray-stone house, which he 
afterward sold to the Government to 

get the ready money he needed. I 
know a man who held a mortgage ot 
$90,000 on this property for some 
years, and lam told that Butler spent 
every cent of it and more in his cam- 
paign. 

BEN BUTLER’S LAW PRACTICE, 
Speaking of Ben Butler’s law prac- 
tice, he had many big cases before the 

Supreme Court which netted him for- 
tunes, vet I.happen to know that he did 
alarge amount of ‘‘thank you’’ busi- 
ness. His heart was as big as his body, 
and while he charged millionaires tens 
of thousands for his work, the poor 
got it for nothing. I remember 
an instance here at Washington 
which happened only a year ago 
orso. <A soldier's widow, who occupies 
a very responsible position in one the. 
‘departments, had a boy seriousiy in- 
jured in a railroad accident. She was. 
too poor toemploy a big lawyer, and 
the railroad corporation Jaugned at her 
demands for damages. She went with 
her story to Gen. Butler. He received 
her in his office on Capitol Hill, grunted 
as she told her story, but, when she had 
finished it, he said he would undertake 
her case for her and would not charge 
heracent. Assoon asthe railroad com- 

heard that Butler was her counsel, 


they came to terms, and were glad to. 


compromise at a good round figure. 
This partner of Ben Batler’s tells me 
there was no harder worker in public 

life than he. Said he: | 
‘Ben Butler once told me that he 
would rather try cases of common 
_ drunkenness at $10 a suit than remain 
idle. He was the personification of in- 
tellectual activity and the gray matter 
of his brain wasa greatelectric dynamo 
which was never idle. He,was system- 
atic in his work and he kept his papers 
and letters carefully arranged and filed 
away forfuture use. There isa great 
amount of unwritten history in his cor- 
réspondence, and I will not be sur- 
prised to find that he has left consider- 
able unpublished manuscript. He was 
working not long ago on a lecture on 
Judas Iscariot, and his idea was to 
prove that Judas was the purest and 
noblest of the twelve apostles. He 
claimed this last on the ground that 
Judas alone appreciated the greatness 
of Christ and that he betrayed him to 
give him a chance to assert his great- 
ness, supposing that he would, bya 
word, crush all his enemies and make 

himself ‘The King of the World.’ ”’ 

BEN BUTLER'S QUEER DRESS. 

Gen. Butler courted notoriety more 
than any other man of his greatness on 
the stage of statesmanship. He did 
this not only by his actions, but in his 
-dress, and he seemed to have as many 
different costumes as an actor. At one 


- time he appeared here in an overcoat of | 


beaver fur with a hat ofthe same ma- 
terial, making himself look for all the 
world like a great animal. His coat 
was big enough for a good-sized tent 
and his hat was pulled down over his 


ears so that you only saw his great | 
roand face with its cock eye looking 


out of one side of it. At another time 
I remember he trotted around in a great 
white sombrero with a stick in his hand, 
and he never appeared or the platform

BEN BUTLER AT THE CAPITOL. 
Since he left Congress Ben Butler has 
spent a large part of every year at the 
Capitol. The doorkeepers knew him 
- well, and they were prepared for his 
queer freaks in the way ofdress. He 
had the right of entree to both House 
and Senate, and he usually went in 
Wwitbout trouble. At the first ef one 
session, however, he appeared in his 
orgeous white sombrero, his patent 
eather pumps and his danditied suit, 
He came to one of the rear doors of the 
Benate Chamber and started to goin. 
The messenger was a new one. He 
thought he was running the Capitol, 
. and he put his arm across the door and 
told Gen. Butlerto stand back. 
can’t go in there,’’ said he. ‘-This door 
is only forSenators when the Senate is 
In session.’’ Gen. Butler Jooked at him 
and growled out: 
‘Tam Bntler, andI have aright to 
o in.” 
‘‘Oh no, my antiquated masher!"’ re- 
_— the doorkeeper, with a wink at a 
ystander. ‘You are trying to play me 
fora sucker. Youthink I don’t know 
Senator Butler? He comes from South 
Carolina, and he just went in through 
thisdoor. You can’t get in. Go up 
and mash ’em from the gallery, my 
@andy.’’ 
Gen. Butler was paralyzed for an in- 
Btant, and then, wheeling upon the as- 
fonished doorkeeper, he fairly yelled: 
‘Butler of South Carolina be blanked! 
Zam Butler of Massachusetts. Gov. 
Butler, you impudent fool!’ And 
Amidst the profuse apologies of the 
Boorkeeper he went into the Senate. 
He had, of course, the right to do so by 
Wirtue of his being an ex-Congressman 
gs well as Governor. 
BEN BUTLER’S WIT. 
Many stories are told here of Ben 
tler’s wit.

A NEW-STORY OF THE SPOONS. 

I heard a new spoon story concerning 
Butler last night. His enemies never 
tired of twitting him on the infamous 
slander which was charged against him 
in New Orleans, and during his cam- 
paigns in Massachusetts there were 
always allusions to ‘‘spoons.’’ One 
night he was speaking ina little town 
on Cape Ced. The meeting was held in 
the town hall, a rickety old bullding 
with a wooden ceiling. Butler was the 
only orator of the occasion, and it was 
supposed that he owned the town. He 
was standing on the platform denounc- 
ing the stealing of the opposing candi- 
dates, when a large tablespoon at-

| tached to a thread so fine thatit could 


not be seen, slowly descended through 
acrackin theceiling until it stopped 
and quivered in the air, almost touch- 
ing. the fuzz on Butler's bald crown, 
The audience roared with laughter. 
Butler looked up and saw the spoon, 
and the joke was such a good one that 
he laughed himself. He tried to speak 
and finally got the ear of the house. 
He said: 

‘‘T see there is some opposition here. 
But if it is congealed—if it stands alone 
like that spoon—it will not trouble me 
much.”’ 

The crowd roared, and Butler carried 
the town by a large majority. 

This spoon talk, however, went on for 
some time, until Butler finally got tired 
of it. One night, while he was address: 
ing a big manufacturing town in Massa- 
chusetts, some one in the audience 
howled out ‘‘Spoons!’’ Butler stopped 
and asked the speaker to come forth. 
He waited a moment and no one rose. 
He then said: 

‘IT would like to see any respectable 
citizen father such a charge against me. 
I have heard this matter jested about 
and have seen it printed in the public 
press, but heretofore I have considered 
it beneath my dignity to noticeit. I 
am getting tired of it now, and I would 
like to end it by making some man pay 
me heayy damages for libel.” 

BEN BUTLER’S NERVE. | 

There was never any doubt-about Ben 
Butler’s nerve. Many instances of his 
bravery have been told, and. he has 
never been accused of cowardice. He 
showed his courage a number of times 
before the war began, and I have heard 
a story how he saved a crowd at Lowell 
one night from a panic when Rufus 
Choate was speaking. Butler was then 
only 28 vearsold. It was during the 
Buchanan campaign, and Choate was 
addressing a crowded house in the big- 
gest hallof thecity. There was great 
enthusiasm, and, when the stamping 
was the loudest, a crash was heard and 
the cry went forth, ‘The floor is sink- 
ing.’’ Every one turned pale and the 
audience rose for a stampede, when 
voung Ben Butler came te the front of 
-the platform and called the audience.to 
halt. He said thére was no danger, 
and that the architect ef the building 
was present and that they would go to- 
gether and examine the building. 
Choate then went on with his speech. 
A moment later Butler reappeared and 
smilingly told’ the ‘audience that there 


Was overcrowded, they had better 
quietly adjourn to thé public square, 
where Mr. Choate would finish his 
speech. The crowd went quietly out 
and the catastrophe was averted. As 
Butler stepped onto the platform he 
had deceived them by his smiling face 
and with a half laugh which came from 
his lips as he whispered to Mr. Choate 
before he spoke tothem. Theseare the 
words he whispered: | 

‘‘Mr. Choate, I must clear this house 
or we shall all be in hell in five min- 
utes.’’ 

BEN BUTLER'S MEMORY. 

Two things about Ben But- 
ler were his memory and his power for 
sizep. A Washington correspondent 
told me the other day how he called 


Gen. Butler had been working right 


still at work when the correspondent 
entered. He heard his request, and 

‘I would like to talk to you, but. my 
mind is full of this case, and 1 will have 
to sleep first. lf you will wait twenty 
minutes | will give you an interview.”’ 

‘All right,’? said the correspondent, 
and Butler went into the next room. 
At the end of twenty minutes he came 
out as fresh as a daisy, and his mind 
was asclear as a bell. He had slept 
just twenty minutes, and 1 am told that 
he could sleep at any time and in any 
place. Heoften slept in his chair at 
his office, and neither his mind nor his 
memory ever seemed to failhim. He 
was noted for his kindness. to his 
friends, and when he was elected Gov- 
ernor he was surrounded by office-seek- 
ers.

$416,000 to Carry 


A Demand for 


The Proposed. Transfer of the Girls’ 
Branch and the Reasons Put Forth 
Against [t—Investigation of 
the Girls’ Department. 


‘Following is the text of a letter from’ 
the trustees of the Whittier Reform 
School to the Governor, setting forth 
the requirements of that institution and 
furnishing estimates on which appro- 
priations are asked: 

W HITTIER STATE SCHOOL, 

WHITTIER (Cal.,) Dec. 15, 1892. 

To His Exceliency, H, 1. Marsham, Governor 
hile, im accordance 
with the law, we sub nitted to you July 1, 
1892, the biennial report of this school, 
we fee] that tae changes since that time in 
our conditions have been so great that it 
would justify you in expecting from us 4 
further report before the meeting of the 
Legisiature. 

At the time when we made the biennial 
report there were in the school 55 
giris and 244 boys. Since that time we 
have received 110 boys and 26 girls. 

The présent buildings owned by this 
State for the accommodation of these 
children have not a capacity for more than 
300, and yet we have been obliged tor the 
past féw months to board and teach an 
average of over four hundred. 

We have, as already stated, from seventy: 
five to eighty girls in a rented frame buiid- 
ing, and nave fifty boys sleeping in a build- 
ing that was erected for a family of seven 
or eight persons. . 

We have children sleeping in the power 
house, on the fioors, in the dormitories, 
aud over a hundred that we are obliged to. 
give their meais in the halis; in fact, we 
are resorting to every means to provide 

aces for these buys and girls who have 

een committed to the care of the State. 

We have eight classes that average an 
attendance of over fifty children in each 
school, and have but two schoolrooms. 
The resultis that we are not doing che 
work as efficiently as the welfare of the 
children and the future good of the State 
demands. 

- The following is a statement in detail of. 
what we need in the way of appropriations, 
and the reasons therefor: 

First—For the-main building we need, 
detached, a building that will serve for a 
kitchen, a bakery, a store-room and office 
for commissary. This building, with the 
additional apparatus and fittings needed, 
will cost $10,000. At present our kitchen 
and bakery are in the main building, and 
are altogether too small tor supplying the 
present number, over four hundred peuple. 

The dining-room, as already stated, has 
proven too small, and we have many chil- 
dren eating in tne halls. : 

We desire to add the space now occupied 
as kitchen and bakery to the dining-room, 
and have the kitchén and bakery detached 
from the main building, thus avoiding the 
nuisance now experienced of fumes and 
steam of cooking permeating the whole 
structure. 

The commissary's department is now ina 
small roomin the main. building that is 
needed for other purposes, and it is not 
nearly the size ‘thatis needed to serve as 
storeroom for the supplies. 

Wedo not believe tonat Your Excellency. or 
any member of the Legislature, can inspect 
our present accommodations without con-’ 
firming our judgmentin regard to the ab- 


solute necessity of the above improve- 
ments. 
Second---An appropriation is needed fora 
brick barn to cost $8000. We had a very 
excellent barn, which included also a hay 
barn and cow barn and residence for the 
farmer and gardener, that cost $13,900. 
This structure was burne@ October 24, 
1892, and we now desire to erect this brick 
barn that will cost $8000 and accommodate 
the horses, vehicies and farming imple- 
ments; and we also wish to erect a cow and 
hay barn separate, that will cost $4000. 
Third---The six companies of boys, a8 vou 
are aware, are graded according to their 
culpability or innocence, and these compa- 
nies sleepin separate dormitories, eat at 
separate tables, go to school in separate 


schoolrooms, drijl in separate compantes, 


and play on separate play grounds, thus 
avoiding the contamination that would be 
‘incurred by indiscriminate intermingling. 
- These play and drill grounds are, of 


+-course, bare, and in very hot weatber it is, 


to say the least, very unpleasant, and, we 
believe, very unheaithful, for the boys to 
not have any shade during play hours. One 
boy wants to play, another will want to 
sit down a while and read, and one may 
want to play ball, and another want io fol- 
low some more quiet amusement, and con. 


sequently we believe that a wooden struct: | 


ure should be erected that could be used to 


ward off the sun, and that could be fitted up. 


with trapeze and turning bars. 

While.these barracks or sheds wou!d be so 
useful in summer, they would be still more 
useful when the rainy season comes on. 
Now, if there is a stormy day, sothat the 
boys who work at the farm and garden and 
other outdoor avocations cannot follow 
their usual employment, itis necessary .to 
bring them in the house and let them sit 
downin the chapel or the schoolroom, 
which becomes, to say the least, ver 
monotonous, and is damaging tu the bui!d- 
ing, and a source of great uncleanliness. 

These buildings, built on’ the most inex- 
pensive plan, to be useful, will cost $1000 
each, and, asthere are six companies, it 
will make a total cost of $6000. 

Fourth—Ax the time when this property 
was secured for the State there was, and is 
yet, a ditch running through the grounds, 
and a water right from said ditch going 
with the land. We provided pumps and ap- 
paratus for elevatirg the water to the tanks 
on the top of the building and to the reser- 
goir, which is considerably higher than the 
main building. 

Since the State has made its improve. 
ments here the East Whittier Landand Wa- 
ter Company has constructed a cemented 
canal, tightly covered, which brings 1000 
inches of water from fifteen artesian wells, 
This canal is at an elevation above the 
school of about sixty feet, and thus; by 
gravity, without the expense of pumping, 
we can use this water for most purposes. 
Furthermore, the water that runs through 
our grounds is in an open ditch, and comes 
several miles through farms and sheep pas. 
tures, ‘and consequently is not, by any 
means, most desirable for domestic use 

Therefore, it is necessary for the State, 
in order tosave the expenre of pumping 
and to provide the pure water, to purchase 
a necessary supply of this water. This will 
cost $8000, and with this addition we wiil 
have the best arrangements for water pos- 
sible to obtain, ie 

Fifth—As stated already, the girls are in 
a rented building, and no provision what- 
ever has been made’by the State for their 
permanent accommodation. 

As is well known to everyone who has 
investigated this subject, there are two 
classes of girls committed here: One isthe 
fallen girl, who is usually 14 or 15 years of 
age and practically a woman, and the other 
is the girl who is 10, 11, 12 or 13 years of 
age, generally motherless, and who has 
been merely wayward. 

Instead of putting these two classes of 
girls in one large building it is to the best 
interests of the girls for the Svrate to pro- 
vide entirely separate buildings for them, 
and have absolutely no communication be- 
tween these two classes. 

Therefore this board asks that the State 
erect buildings which will accommodate 
150 girls each, and that these buildings be 
erected on the eastern portion of the 
State's land, which is about a mile from the 
buildings where the boys are located, it be. 
ing desirable to have the girls’ department 


and the boys’ department entirely isolated 


from-each other. In these butidings pro- 
vision must be made for schoolrooms, 
laundry and workrooms, in which the girls 
can receive manual training and instruc. 
tion in industries and trades. j 
For these buildings and equipments a 
expenditure of $65,000 will be necessary. 
Sixth—We now have seventy-five boys 
here more than we can properly accomo- 
date. There are also now in the State at

As stated in our former report, the size 
of the blacksmith shop is entirely inade- 
quate to the dema~ ds made u 
big, stPong, capable, bright boys are con- 
Stantly begging tobe put in the shop so 


this privilege because there is no room for 
any more. The carpenter shop is not 80 
large as it should-be, The tailor and shoe 
shops are not either of them over one-half 
as large as necessity demands. The laun- 
dry, which is in the present trades’ build- 
ing, and was intended to do the work for 
only 200, is not as large as it should be, 
now that there are over four hundred, and 
is situated on two floors, thus making it 
very inconvenient, and. not adapted to the 
needs at present. 

There is also needed a machine shop for 
instruction in that line.” 

Therefore, it is necessary to have a build- 
ing that will accommodate the laundry and 
the blacksmith shop, and give us room for: 
a machine shop, and also provide tooms for 
the teaching of mechani}. drawing and 
for manual training.

Eighth—These new buil 
anotuer dynamo in orde esulply the ad- 
ditional light necessary, M0 wiring, pole 
lines and fixtures, for which $2500 will be’ 
required. 

Ninth—It is our wish to get at least one 
hundred acres of. land connected with the 
school in citrus and deciduous fruits and 
berries. By so doiitg. we can supply the 
children liberally with fruit for the tabie, 
and will soon have enough to produce quite 
anincome. We wish also have a small 
cannery and drier, and, while teaching the 
boys an additional trade, we will also be 
supplying the school with dried fruit and 
canned fruit, and from the excess we can 
furnish other State institutions. To pro- 
vide enough nursery steck to set out the 
balance of the land wilt cost $3500. 

Tenth—Some additional work horses are 
needed, and also a number of cows, as we 
desire to make our own butter and provide 
the children with an abundance of milk. 
The cost for this purpose will be $2500. 

Eleventh—The architect's fees and sup- 
erintending construction on the above im. 
provements will cost $7500. This may 
seem a considerable sum, but it must be re- 
membered that this is a schoo] which is in 
session twelve months in the year, furnish. 
ing the children first, board and lodging; 


‘nts will cost 


third, books and other cneeded parapher- 
nalia of the school; fourth. clothing of a 
good character; fifth, manual training and 
being taught some useful trade; sixth. in-° 
struction in milltary drill and tactics; 
seventh, constant surveillance and vigilant 
supervision night and day. 

In any ordinary boarding-school the first 
two items above enumerated will cost the 
child's parents or guardian folly as much 
for nine and ten months as it here costs 
for all of the advantages which the school 
furnishes for twelve months. | 

Twelfth—In regard to maintenance, ex- 
perience has demonstrated that we can 
support and educate these boys here, in a 
manner conducive to self-respect and’ good 
citizenship, at a cost of $300 per annum. 

We know that Your Excellency appre- 
ciates, and we believe the State of Cali- 
fornia also is beginning to appseciate, the 
fact that this is a school and not a peniten- 
‘tiary; that this is a: school in every sense of 
the word.

GIRLS’ Dc PARTMENT. - 


The Proposed Changes Discussed by a 
Trustee, 

Following is an extract from a letter 
written by Frank A. Gibson, one of the 
present trustees of the Whittier school 
to one of the representatives in the 
Legislature, in response’ to’a request 
for fuller information concerning the 
requirements of the instisation: 

While speaking of the girls, I wish to call 
your attention t» several very serious ob. 
jections to Senator Bailey’s.plan. 

First--I have referred to: the vital neces- 
sity of a complete segregation of the two old 
classes of giris. From what I know ot the 
Feeble‘minded Home at Santa Clara. such 
asegregation could not be accomplished 
there. 

Second—Those buildings are not adapted 
to the purpose, and if seems to me tbat it 
is about time that these girls were having 
a ‘fair shake.’ You know that from the 
exigencies of the case the girls have had to 
put up with what they could get, and, while 
the boys have had good buildings and ap. 

liances, the girls have been put into build- 
ngs not adapted to the purpose, and have 
had to do without many things which thev 
sbould have, but which could not be fur. 
‘nished in their present quarters, except at 
a considerable sacrifice of economy. 
work has been largely experimental, and is 
now promising good results. Take them 
away from their present teachers and sur- 
roundings and put them in another ‘‘make- 
shift’ building, and they will get a setback 
which will be serious in its effects on many 
of them. Leave them here with the teach- 
ers who are learning how to manage and 
reach them, and when the present matored 
plans for their imprcvement and education 
can be carried out, the Whittier girls will 
give a good acount of themselves. : 
‘Third—The proposed location, near to 
San Francisco, very injudicious one. 
The hardest cases we have are from San 
Francisco, and, as a rule, they are almost 
unmanageable and extremely anxious to 
escape forsome time after commitment. 
At Whittier the prospects for getting back

. THE FORLORN GIRLS. 


A Visit Made by a “Times” Representa- 
tive to the Whittier Inmates. 

Of the girls’ department at the State 
Reform School but little has hitherto 
been known to the general public be- 
yond that. gathered from incidental 
rumors. In view of this fact a Times 
reporter was detailed to spend twenty- 
four hours within the walls of the insti- 
tution, and give the public the benefit 
of animpartial investigation, which is 
presented in detail. 

It was shortly before 4°p.m. when the 
reporter arrived at the building, now 
in temporary use for the girls. It is 
the GreenleafHotel of Whittier’s boom 
days, and is rented at $50 a month by 
the State. It is a three-story, some- 
what loosely constructed frame build- 
ing. located a mils away from the State 
buildings, and standing almost at the 
eminence of the slope on which the 
town is built. It therefore com- 
mands a sweeping view of Los Nietos 
Valley, stretching away toward the sea. 
Any. comparison between this building 
and the regular State buildings occu- 
pied by the boys would be unfair, as it 
is not supposed to in any way compare 
with them in point of comfort, frunish- 
ings or modern equipments, but is 
merely a temporary abode, to be used 
till the State appropriates funds for 
putting up a suitable building. Not- 
withstanding all this, there are marked 
deficiencies, which are entirely inex- 
cusable, and which a. little outlay and 
trouble would soon remedy. For in- 
stance, it is not necessary, because the 
building is being used temporarily, that 
the chimney flues should be allowed to. 
be in such condition that: the building 
is filled with smoke whenever a fre is 
kindled in any of the stoves on a damp, 
cold morning, and the pupils literally 
driven ont of the schoolroom by the 
suffocating cloud. of smoke, as was the 
case on one occasion when the Times 
reporter visited it. It would seem also 
that shades might with propriety be 
put up at all the windows, and that the 
girls might be clothed a little more 
tidily than in the 4 or 5 cent a yard 
calico gowns, in view of the. fact that 
every boy is arrayed ina neat suit of 
jeans trimmed with braid, and has_ be- 
side a suit for Sundays and dress pa- 
rade, the material for which, the re- 
porter was told, cost $2.50 per yard. 
Coming directly from the State build- 
ings where the boys are so munificently 
cared for, the vast difference between 
their surroundings and those of the 
girls strikes one with overwhelming 
significance. One experiences much 
the same sensation he would in going 
from the new Courthouse which crowns 
the Nob Hill of our business center, 
into the old Courthouse on Main 


tion upon the pathetic patience mani- 
fested by the principal, her corps of 
assistants and the pupils themselves.

Here inthis building are sixty-seven 
girls, ranging in age from 14 to 21 
years. ‘Toney are under the supervision 
of ten attendants, including a_ princi- 
pal, a housekeeper, a school teacher, a 
a dressmaker, a_ hospital 
nurse, a night nurse, a laundress 4nd a 
superintendent of the mending depart- 
ment. The girls are divided into two 
companies—Co. A, which includes 
the younger inmates, and Co. B, 
which includes the older. Each com- 
pany, when off duty, is in charge of a 
matron. The afternoor session of 
school was about closing when the re- 
porter arrived, and she was conducted 
which 


large room, fitted up with desks 
and blackboards, were about thirty 
girl, in charge of Miss Woodward, a 
post-graduate of Stanford, who seems 
intently interested in her work. These 
pupils represented the advanced grade, 


creditable proficiency. One of tiem 
was called upon to read an essay she 
had just written on ‘Winter in Southern 
California,’’ which presented correct 
ideas well expressed. 

‘The general impression made upon 
the mind, in looking at these girls, was 
that the traits of mental weakness, il- 
literacy and undue familiarity with the 
world have stamped their impress upon 
the countenances of many of the poor 
creatures. There are exceptions, of 
course, and not a few bright, intelligent 
faces. 

As soon as school was Gismissed the 
girls of Ce. B were given their military 
drill bv Capt. Tucker, who comes up 
from the main building daily for this 
purpose. Having just witnessed the 
drill given on the splendid parade 
ground below by the boys, all clad in 
neat uniforms, marching and counter- 
marching to the music of the military 
band, the difference in equipment pro- 
vided was painfully apparent. The 
girls have made a start toward military 
uniforms in that they have military 
caps; but here the uniformity of cos- 
tume ends, each girl being clothed ina 
cheap calico gown, made long or 
short as taste dictates, with a loose 
blouse waist for the most part, and pre- 
senting anything but a tidy appear- 
ance in comparison with the other mem- 
bers of the same institution. 

Considering that the girls have been 
in practice only about six weeks, they 
showed fair proficiency in the primary 
movements given them to execute. 
There is no regular drill-ground, so the 
wide road infront of the building is 
chogen, and here they marched and 
countermarched for half an hour. 


But there was, after all, something 


of these poorly-clad waifs going through 
their simple evolutions at the command 
of a gray-haired drill-master, .shuffling 
over the stony road without the music 
of drum or fife to put spring and spirit 
into their heels. Itisa fair question 
whether the same time of effort put 
into calisthenics, the bar and the dumb- 
bells would not produce better prac- 
tical results.

There wasn't but three of us. I'm 
here and Harry’s in San Quentin, but 
my other brother’s a good bov and 
stays. with my mother. 
find out when you get back to Los An- 
geles how long Harry's sentenced for? 
I think it’s five years, but I’m not sure 
and I'd give anything to know. We 
don't see the daily papers here only 
once in a while when we happen to get 
hold of one that somebody leaves.”’ 

And this yoang girl, who was but 
little more than 16 years of age when 
she was received into the Reform 
school, was known in San Francisco as 
‘The Queen of Vice.’’ 

‘I’ve seen you before,’’ confidently 
remarked a demure-faced young girl of 
perhaps 14, as she glanced up at the 
reporter; ‘‘remember me?’’ No, the 
reporter confessed that she didn’t. 

‘‘Well, but ve seen you often and 
often, on the streets of Los Angeles,’’ 
she reiterated. _‘‘I used to sell flowers 
there. I went oncrutchesthen. Don't 
wear’em now. °D you know Sarah? 
Don’t,.eh? Well, she’s another flower- 
girl. I used to sell lots and lots of 
flowers, specially vi'’lets Folks 
seemed to like vi'lets.”’ 

‘Ever been in San Francisco?’’ asked 
another, a sixteen-year-old girl with 
bright black eyes and short black hair. 
‘I came from there; was in the Magda- 
len Home ’fore 1] came here.’’ At this 
suave candor another girl sitting near. 
added withacareless laugh, ‘‘Oh, you're. 
bound to go the rounds of these institu- 
stions when once you get started.” 

The . matter-of-fact manner with 
which these girls alluied of their own 
accord to their past misfortunes aroused 
a wonder.as to whether they at all 
realize the gravity of their situation, or 
whether they are so utterly hardened 
as to feel no regret or shame. One is 
inclined to the former belief, however, 
for the record of these girls shows that 


sin has been that of ignorance rather 
than willful wickedness. 

Not all the girls are committed fora 
similar offense. In response to the 
beckoning finger of a slightly formed 
girl with a delicate, refined face, the 
reporter moved aside from the others 
and joined her. ‘‘I wanted to tell you,’’ 
she began in a low, eager voice, ‘‘thatI 
wasn’t sent here for offenses like— 
like—those other girls,’’ nodding her 
head in thetdirection ‘of the group. 
‘Il lived up North at ——with my 
mother, who is a widow with eignt chil- 
dren: Three of my brothers are in the 
orphans’ home in San Francisco, be- 
cause mother cannot take care of us all. 
I took sowe money, not very much, and 
I don't know why I did it, but I did, and 
oh, I'mso sorry, and the judge com- 


I’ve been here a year now, and oh, I 
want so much to get back nome and help 
my mother. She's been

With scarce an exception, the girls 
express the utmost satisfaction with 
their surroundings at the home, and, 
while there isa wholesome desire on 
the part of each for the limit of her 
time of committal to arrive, there 
seems to be no disposition to run away. 
They speakin the highest terms of their 
attendants and are apparently perfectly 
satisfied with their treatment. 

At 6 o’clock the supper bell rang, 
and the giris filed by companies into 
the dining-room. There are six tavles 
beside that of the attendants, which is 
placed in the middle of the room. 
»even of the girlsin white caps waited 
upon the tables. The blessing was 
asked by one of the matrons, the girls 
responding ‘‘Amen’’ in chorus at the 


close. The food was wholesome 
and abundant, consisting of hot 
soup, crackers, bread, ‘butter, tea 


and plain cake, the attendants having 
the same fare asthe girls. Attheclose 
of the meal, at a given signal the girls 
rise, each one takes her own plate, 
knite, fork, etc., and the procession 
marches in orderly file to the kitchen, 
where the. dishes are left. By this 
method the tables are cleared expedi- 
tiously. After sapper the girls spend 
the hour and a half preliminary 
to bedtime in the sitting-rooms de- 
signed foreachcompany. Alargeroom 
on the first floor is used by Co. B- It is 
carpeted, has a grate, chairs, a long li- 
brary table and piano. On the next 
flour are two smaller and more plainly 
furnished rooms, used as a similar gath- 
ering place forCo A. The floors here 
are covered with matting and there is 
an oak bookcase, which contains books 
and magazines, and a stove which 
smokes dismally when there isa fire in 
it. Some of the girls are very sweet

In the laundry is'a corps of 
young washwomen, and down in the 
basement, in the schoolroom are the.

scholarship. Here they are instructed 


in reading, writing, spelling, arithmetic 


anid geography during the forenoon. 

In the afternoon the more’ advanced 
pupils attend school and their places in 
the tailor shop, sewing-room, etc., are 
taken by. the pupils who have been 
attending school during the forenoon, 
thus reversing the order and giving 
each girl a chance to receive instruc- 
tion in al] departments. : 

In looking about the entire institution 
one is strongly impressed with the idea 
that everything of encouragement has 
been given to the boys, while the girls 
have been left largely to themselves, to 
get along as best they might. 

The building is. lighted by lamps, 
which is not an altogether safe ar- 
rangement with sixty-seven girls 
around, who, in spite of rules to the 
contrary, will handle them more or 
less, One lamp gives a dim light for 
the large sitting-room where’ the girls 
congregate evening . Until about two 
months ago the floors were bare, but 
matting has now been placed in the 
halls, giving them a less cheerless ap- 
pearance, and a comfortable general 
reception-room in front has been fitted 
up. One ot the most* cheerless apart- 
ments in the building is the 
hospital, which is located on the 
third fleor, in a room with~a -cir- 
cular corner bow-window commanding 
a magnificent view. There are no 
shades to these windows, except some 
old linen webs of cloth tacked: up, and 
of so light a color and thin a quality as 
to admit all the glaring sunshine. The 
floor is uncarpeted, except with a few 
rugs of straw matting. One patient is. 
in this room at present, whois c#rival- 
escing from fever. Thestove here as 
elsewhere ‘‘wouldn’t draw.”’ 

THE DISCIPLINE. 

“How about discipline?” said the 
principal, Miss de Wolf, ‘when ques- 
tioned on this point. ‘*Well, that fg 
generally the first questionI am asked 
by vis.tors, manj{ of whom seem to 
I 
have been here two months and in that 
time I have never whipped butone girl, 
and that was for a grave offense. I 
impress the girls with the idea of per- 
sonal honorandI have very little tronble 
in controling them. When I find a girl 
doing something against the rules I 
sométimes send her to her matron with. 
the command to sit1n her room an hour 
without speaking to anyone. This, I 
find, works admirably, as the girls are 
active and have no relish for confine- 
ment and absolute silence.”’ : 

Miss de Wolf is an excellent discipli- 
narjan, her experience in school-teach- 


ing having admirably fitted her forthis 


position. She likes her work and is 
enthusiastic over it. “I havea great 


deal of hope for my girls,” she said, 


‘Several of them have been attending 
revival services in town and have been 
converted, and a different spirit is very 
noticeable. The influence is felt espe- 
cially among the Catholic girls, and I 
notice less profanity and slang. Fully 
one-half our girls are Catholics. We 
have now six girls paroled out, em- 
ployed as servants in Pasadena and 


~else where, and they are doing well and 


giving good satisfaction. When we 
take our girls to church on Sunday they 
behave better than the average town 
girls, notice. | 
‘‘Here isa letter I have réceived from 
one of the girls. They frequently write 
letters to fre as a matter of drill. Just 
read it, if you like,’’ she added as she 
handed the reporter the letter, 
It read as follows: | 3 
Dear’Miss de Woly: From now on J an 
geing to try hard to be a good girl, and, as 
I have a strong will, it will not take very 
hard trying to make me good. I have 
theught of being a Christian for two or 
three months, and I have thought carefully 
and taken my time, andI hope to be con 
verted soon, and [I am going to join the 
Friends’ Church. 
Your friend, 
“That girl was committed here for 
State offense,’ said the principal. 
‘‘Are all the girls here committed for 
immorality? No, but the majority 01 
them aré. Perhaps five or six of the 
sixty-seven now here are sent here for 
other reasons, unmanageable or foi. 
some other offense. For this reason it 
is highly desirable to have two build. 
ings, in order thatthe girls may be 
classified, and that these comparatively 
innocent ones may not suffer by associa, 
tion with the others, This is one of 
the serious difficulties we have to con- 
tend with at present.” é 
Considering the tremendous disadvan. 
tagesunder which the principal and 
her corps of assistants are working, 
they are accomplishing wonders. Con- 
tinually hampered as they are for ade- 
quate room, with a range which works 
spasmopdically inthe kitchen and oc¢a- 
sionally has freaks of refusing to coak, 
bake or boil at all; with an enthusiastic 
teacher explaining sums in arithmetic 
to a class of pupils whom she can 
scarcely see for the blinding smoke 
which fills the schoolroom, so that the 
doors and windows haveto be opened, 
making the y;place as coid asa barn; 
with a sewing woman, who is endeavor- 
ing to instruct a class of girls, whose 
fingers are so benumbed with cold 
tuat they can scarcely hold a 
needle; with a motherly, competent 
nurse trying to bring back to health‘a 
wan-faced patient, suffering from ex- 
haustion following a siege of fever, in 
a room cold and barren and cheerless— 
amidst all these difficulties, the hero- 
ism, hope, patience and forbearance of . 
these women is ‘something absolutely 
sublime. The interesting problem of 
what they might accomplish with as 
favorable surroundings as those -ac- 
corded the boys in the home is one 
whose solution would be watched with 
interest.

intelligent, conscientious, scholarly and 


_well-bred body of men and women upon it 


than today. 

W hile the deaths of John McCullough and 
Lawrence Barrett and the retirement of 
Edwin Booth have left avacuum which can 
only with difficulty be filled, there are sev- 
era] earnest and conscientious actors in the 
tragic field who are growing in public 
favor, and who in ma parts of the coun- 
try enjoy a degree of popularity second 
only to the illustrious actors I have men- 
tioned. Where so much earnestness and 
talent are occupied in a certain field, it is 
often only a question of time when places 
of emolument and honor will be filled by 
some one or more aspirants. — 

As for the mounting of plays, this is now 
done withan elaboration and attention to 
detail and historical accuracy more exten- 
sive and painstaking tnan ever before. In 
what we denominate the legitimate drama 
there is no doubt that the grand revivals 
given by Mr. Booth in his theater in Twenty- 
third street gave a powerful impetus to 
scienic effect and costuming in Shakes- 
pearean and the higher drama.

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The Whittier Problemm—It Must 
Worked Out. 

The fundamental idea embodied in 

the Whittier State Reform School is a 

good one, The planof gathering up 

the younger waifs andstrays of hu- 


manity and keeping them fora time in 


a State institution—not penal, but re- 
formatory in its character—where 
their physical wants are provided for; 
where they will be in a wholesome 
moral atmosphere, and where they mav 
not only acquire some mental training. 
but may be taught useful trades and 
callings to fit them forthe duties of 
life—cannot be too-highly commended. 
It is philanthropic; it is practical; it is 
a good business proposition qn the part 
of saciety. The, only wonder is that 
such an institution was not established 
in California years ago, and that the 
present school has notits counterpart 
in every State in the Union. 

But the fact is that- the Whittier 
school is an experiment—not an experi- 
ment for our own commonwealth par- 
ticularly, but for American civilization. 
We are groping our way into anew 
field when we bring inthe State as an 
accessory to the maintenance and train- 
ing of refractory children. 

It is a thousand pities that so import- 


-antanexperiment as the founding of 


the Whittier School, at its inception, 


should have fallen into hands not all | 


of which have been good. Tue Times 
has never uttered a word in derogation 
of the purposes of. this institution, but 
it has been obliged to say many uncom- 
plimentary things about the manner of 
its establishment and equipment. We 
‘do not care to recall a single word of 


thropic and most beneficent institutions 
ever projected by this or any other 
commonwealth. What a_ misfortune 
that the tribute which should have been 
rendered to God was turned over to 
Cesar! What an outrage perpetrated 
in the name of humanity! 

But even with this wreck of good in- 
tentions, this perversion of benevolent 
objects, there was a remnant of good 
which remained. Buildings were 
erected; the school was founded. There 
is an institution remaining after the 
squanderers have had their day. The 
school has now passed under a_ practi- 
cally new management in its board of 
trustees. It is time to look about, take 
stock of what we have, and decide upon 
ways and means for the future. The 
good and generous idea of a juvenile_re- 
form school still remains, and gratifying 


lishing a system of discivline, regimen 
andinstruction. There are still many 
| crudities and many discrepancies which 
need to be remedied. The general 
policy of the institution toward the un- 
fortunates who are its wards is broad, 
humane and judicious. The superin- 
tendent, Dr. Walter Lindley, is here 
freely accorded all the credit which 
belongs to him for good intentions and 
zealous labors performed; but to with- 
hold honest criticism of his administra- 
tion would not be just to the wards of 
the State or beneficial to himself. The 
details.in carrying ont the policy of the 
school are still subject to 
ments. 


That the establishment_of the Whit- 
tierSchool supplied a long deferred and 
pressing requirement of society. was 
attested by th® prompt way in which § 
the institution was filled. It was buta_ 
little time after the opening until the 


criticism hitherto offered, because that }@irls were crowded out of the State

Too much of the ap- 
appropriation was lavished on mere 
show, and not enough to provide 
accommodations for the boys and 
girls for whom the institution was de- 
signed. The ‘‘State dining-room’and 
the ‘‘guest rooms’? were unwarranted 
luxuries, and the expensive and elegant 
furnishing and equipment of these and 
the apartments of the superintendent 
were a shameless extravagance.

county. We oppose this on every prin- 


ciple of economy and ‘efficiency. It is a 
scheme designed to.divert a part of the 
appropriation to a spot less desirable, 
on many accounts, than is Whittier, 
and to provide places for a few more 
politicians. The girls would not be so 
safely located or. so. well cared for as 
they may be at Whittler, with proper ac- 
oemmodations provided, and the expense 
to the State of maintaining two sepa: 
rate institutions would be considerably 
augmented. Besides, the superintend- 
ent should not be a man and a ‘‘politi- 
tion,’? but a woman and a mother, 
Without question, the girls at Whittier 
have not been so welb. provided for as 
the boys. This is a discrimination 
which is not justifiable, and the short- 
coming should bé rectified as soon as 
possible. Let the Legislature make a 
sufficient appropriation to provide suit- 
able buildings at Whittier for the girls. 
and let them have every advantage to 
fit themselves for usefulness. Let them 
be housed, clothed, fed and disciplined 


with all the care that is given to the 


boys, and let their occupations and in- 
struction give an incentive for 
better lives.

Wilhelmina Helena Paulina Maria, 
Princess of Orange Nassau, Queen of 
the Netherlands, is the only living 
child of William III Her mother is 
Emma of Waldeck and Pyrmont, Will- 
iam’s second wife. She was -born 
August 81, 1880, and succeeded her 
father in 1890. 

Queen Emma was made Regent hna 
guardian of the little Queen, as was 
natural, although the Dutch do not love 
her too much. The Queen Regent opens 
Parliament and performs all the duties 

of the sovereign, signing all State 


ter, the Queen. 

By law the Queen will be of age when 
she is 18. She may not marry without 
the approval of the State’s General; 
she may not be taken out or leave the 


country for more than two weeks. with-. 


out the consent of the ministers, 
although Queen Emma often does take 
her out for longer stays, much to their 
annoyance, it is said, for Queen Emma 
is ‘‘stiff-headed,’’ as the Dutch have it, 
and has her own ideas of a mother’s 
rights. 
HOW THE QUEEN LOOKS. 

Queen Wilhelmina is delicate and 
small for her age. She has a sweet lit- 
tle face framed in scanty blonde hair, 
worn brushed back to show the ‘Orange 
ear,’’ which, tosay the least, is not 
beautiful, though it may serve its pur- 
pose upon the new coinage and postage 
stamps, where it figures largely, accom- 
panied by a profile of hermajesty. She 
is very like her mother, but the ‘Dutch 
people are fond of saying she is like 
her paternal Russian grandmother, 
Anna Paulovna; she has her father’s 
pale blue eyes and the dazzling com- 
plexion of her country, which used to 
be intensified by her mourning clothes. 

HOW THE QUEEN DRESSES.
